wherein the efficiency of an anti-hydrate additive is tested by adding it to said fluid 
sample in determined proportions.

wherein Tl and T2 are 20° C and 35 °C respectively. 

5. (Amended) A method as claimed in any one of the previous claims claim K 
wherein the thermograms are obtained with a temperature gradient ranging between
